PUBLIC SERVICE AND HAM RADIO IN 1928 
By Walt Grove, KF4U 

The presidential election in 1928 was a contest between the 
Republican engineer and statesman Herbert Hoover and the 
colorful Democrat, ex-governor and ex-mayor of New York City, Al 
Smith. ‘ 

Two small towns in far Western Massachusetts, New Ashford and 
Mount Washington were traditional rivals in providing the country 
with the first presidential election returns as in the previous three 
presidential elections. ; 

Two newspapers, The Berkshire Eagle in Pittsfield and the 
Springfield Union in Springfield were both anxious to be first in 
announcing the results of these first returns to the world via the 
Associated Press. 

The prestigious Berkshire Brass Pounders held their October 
1928 meeting at the home of Prent Bailey W1AZW in Pittsfield. It 
was attended in addition to W1AZW by Milt George, W1BKG, Roger 
Spicer, W1BIG, Milt Howe, W1AMS and myself, W1AGG. It was 
decided at this meeting to offer the services of Amateur Radio to 
the Berkshire Eagle to pass the election returns to Pittsfield from 
New Ashford about twelve miles distant. It was also planned to take 
the equipment from Milt George’s station, WIBKG, to an aban- 
doned building across the street from the school building where 
elections were to be held. The equipment would be operated from 
storage batteries. Plate power for the transmitter would be fur- 
nished by a small dynamotor. The station would be set upa nd 
operated by W1BKG, W1AZW and WI1BIG. 

The Pittsfield end would be Prent Bailey’s station WIAZW with 
W1AMS and W1AGG operating. The rig was a typical home brew 
M.0.P.A. with a Hartley oscillator and a UX-210 amplifier mounted 
on a bread board. Like many ham stations in those days the output 
of the power transformer was rectified with ‘‘slop jars’’ consisting 
of a number of mayonnaise jars containing a solution of pure water 
and borax, topped off with some linseed oil to retard evaporation. 
The elements were plates of aluminum and lead fastened together 
and arranged so that the aluminum plates were in one jar and the 
lead plates in the next forming a series of electroyltic rectifiers. 
Filtering was accomplished by using big high capacity, high 
voltage ‘‘condensers”’ which were cheap and readily available at 
the surplus shop at the big General Electric Co. transformer works 
where most of us were employed. Prent’s receiver was also typical 
for the 1928 ham station. It was a home brew regenerative set 
consisting of a 701-A detector stage and one stage of audio am- 
plification powered by ‘‘A’”’ and ‘‘B”’ batteries. 

Election day was Tuesday, November 6. The boys reached New 
Ashford at 4 A.M. They proceeded to hang an antenna in the trees:

telegraphy examination credit for any Amateur radio operator 
license.

As we begin 1983, I feel that each VHF er (and UHFer too) should 
make a resolution to make some significant improvement in his 
station equipment or utilization of equipment. I realize that today’s 
economy often permits little to be spent in the way of amateur radio 
equipment each year, but many FL hams are under-utilizing their 
VHF and UHF equipment. How many 2 meters operators have 
multimode rigs with amplifiers who have never sampled operation 
on SSB or CW at the lower end of the band? There is lots of space 
available for weak signal work and perhaps you may enjoy the 
thrill of working stations over 6 or 700 miles without using any 
repeaters. 

Pardon me while I blow my horn for contesting to promote ac- 
tivity. The ARRL January VHF Sweepstakes will be held over 15-17 
Jan. and full details are available on page 87 of DEC. ’82 ‘‘QST”’. 
Several changes to rules have been made including elimination of 
serial numbers on reports. How about getting on the air? 

A highlight of the Amateur Session of the I.E.E.E. ‘‘Globecom 
82”? was the paper: ‘‘Microcomputer Based Amateur Radio 
Repeater Controller With Interactive Voice Synthesizer’’, 
presented by WB4UFA and W4MGK. Ron and Alan described the 
Gold Coast FM Association’s 01/61 repeater (Pompano Beach) 
which hs auto patch, direct speed dial to public safety departments, 
and a voice synthesizer to enable the repeater user to fully know 
what the ‘smart’ machine is doing. Upstate repeater associations 
might want to obtain copies of the paper from WB4UFA or W4MGK 
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if they contemplate a sophisticated repeater. 

On 6 meters, W400 (Palm Beach) reports that he was heard by CT2EE (Azores) on 26 
Nov. at 1445Z at S-2 for about 15 minutes, but CT2EE does not have a 6 meter transmitter. 
W4ILC of Coconut Grove and Key Largo reports that he watched half an hour of the 
Dolphin’s game on Dec. 5th on Channel 3TV — from Hartford, CT. Are there any other Es 
reports from taht date? On Thanksgiving, there was a feast of DX available on 6 for at 
least 2 hours from SFL. I started off with WA8LLY /6 at 1718Z and worked a bunch of 6s 
and 7s. Included among the relatively rare states were W4WD/7(UT), KI7D(ID), and 
WA7VEZ(NV). 

The sunspot cycle may be well past the peak, but many operators were pleasantly 
surprised by the opening which was reminiscent of those a couple of years ago. 
Remember to keep your receivers on to catch more ‘unscheduled’ DX. Hopefully, a CO2 
will be on in the near future; more details as they become available. Accoridng to 
W5DZF'/4, WB6SHD/V2A is on the air from Antigua with the beam which I used for the 
June VHF Contests. He should be on for the rest of the winter. 

North-South tropo was noticed on two meters on the nights (EST) of 23 an 24 Nov. be- 
tween Miami and Jax. As usual, my attempts to QSO GA from Homestead proved nil. 
Speaking of enhanced propagation on 2 meters, the agricultural weather forecasters are 
predicting milder than normal winter South of Lake Okeechobee due to the very high 
water level in the Everglades. Because of this, I think conditions between Miami and 
Tampa will average better than normal over the next few months, and may help to permit 
more Texas-Miami tropo work this winter. K4PBP of SPETE reportedly has a new KW 
operating on 2m and K4QXX has a new amplifier too. Welcome to 2m SSB Snowbirds 
K8WMT/4 and W8UB located near Ft. Myers. Look for the Bahamas on 2m again: W4VTJ 
reports that WD4NLC/C6A is now on with 150 watts from Nassau and should be on for the 
next few months. Look for him in the evenings on 144.200. 

K4GFG has recently become active from Ft. Lauderdale on 432 MHz with an IC-402. 
W4EMB (Miami) is presently overhauling his 432 and 2m antennae and should have 
larger arrays on soon. W4WSR bemoans the lack of 432 activity in recent months; how 
about some more activity on that band again?

IS THIS THE ULTIMATE ANTENNA 
TUNER FOR MARS FREQS? 

By Dick, AAR4PP 


ts 
John Haerle, 5IIR has emphasized how freely we MARS types 
can put up with extremely high SWR’s whenever a properly 
designed antenna coupler is operated in the feedline close by the 
transmitter. So, what’s a proper design? 


Authorities seem to agree this would be something close to the 
“Modified Ultimate Transmatch’’ circuit published in the August 
76 QST. They specify b-i-n-g variable capacitors and a roller in- 
ductor to do the job, plus an extremely accurate turns-counter to 
log how it was done. And now you are thinking, ‘‘That ain’t exactly 
cheap.”’ Well, it doesn’t have to be too costly, either. Ron Dickman, 
K9EYA, under the name of RF Power Components (1249 Garfield, 
Niagara, Wis. 54151), has come out with a unit he calls the 
‘“‘Maxituner”’ with first-cabin components in a tank-solid case for a 
lot less green stamps than you might think possible. When John 
Haerle enthused about it, I decided to give it a tryout, and all I can 
tell you is that my venerable Collins tuner has finally been 
bequeathed to my descendents! 


Thinking about those automatic tuners the Japanese are of- 
fering? Okay, if you don’t have to tune very far off resonance. But 
remember, we like to take advantage of this sort of fact: on 4 Megs, 
with 100 feet of RGB/U, we can tune off resonance until our SWR 
rises to ten-to-one ... and lose less than one decibel .. . IF the 
tuner can handle it. Unfortunately, automatic tuners typically poop 
out at about five-to-one. Furthermore, I find that I can get a 
properly-logged Ultiamate Transmatch design on the air (and 
maybe toss off a cold crew) before the capacitor — and coil- 
manipulating motors in some automatic tuners have completed 
their ‘‘after-you-Alphonse’”’ routines. 

And for a lot less money!

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PALM BEACH AMATEUR RADIO COUNCIL, INC.

It was a big surprise to the over 150 amateurs who participated in 
the county-wide Simulated Disaster on November 20th. This SET 
served to certify licensed hospitals and support groups and per- 
sonnel. 

The first event at 11:00 hours amounted to an explosion of a 
building in western Palm Beach County. And then a train 
derailment and building collapse in Delray Beach at 13:00 and 
finally an airliner crash in the middle of West Palm Beach. All in 
all there were over 200 ‘‘victims’”’, one hundred of which were 
transported to eight different hospitals via ground and air. 

Amateur Radio support was swift to respond. Red Cross HQ was 
relocated to a bank building simulating a fire disaster at their usual 
facility. 

When Jerry Krinn, disaster director of Red Cross and a Council 
Director contacted me to activate our emergency plan, it took a 
mere eleven minutes to establish HF, VHF and UHF com- 
munication capability at their new HQ. 

Our telephone call-up procedure worked without flaw and nets 
were established throughout Palm Beach County on 146.820, 
146.670, 146.625, 147.165, 443.300 and 449.500. 

It is gratifying to know you can turn out 150 amateurs in just 
minutes. This SET was a complete surprise to all but four persons 
in the amateur community. The 150 amateurs who participated had 
no idea such an event was to occur. There will be more events such 
as this in the future so stay alert and keep in contact with your local 
repeater. 

During the critique at CD HQ the role of Amateur Radio was 
evaluated. Without exception you were congratulated for your 
“‘professional’’ conduct, skill and performance. This includes those 
of you who were in the field and you who were standing by ready to 
assist in another capacity. 

The official leadership represented at this critique stated they 
“would be relying on you and your skill even more in the months 


and years ahead.” 

Amateur Radio no longer has a pedestrian profile in Palm Beach County. You have 
been recognized, accepted and praised by municipal, county and state officials. Your 
Council is working for YOU. 

Thanks to Hill, KE4ZH for heading up a capable team for this year’s Winter Special 
Olympics. The entire event took much of the day. WA2HOD, Janet, WA2HOC, Jim, 
N4BBZ, Charlie, NSEYY, Russ, KE4VR, Bob, AA4JM, Joe, N4CXH, Ev, W4SS, Manny, 
WD4KSN, Jon, and others who did not make my list by press deadline.

The Northern Florida Section is starting to build up a list of VHF 
stations for OES appointment, and for use in VHF traffic relaying 
nets. If you have 2-meter synthesized capability, meet the 
requirements for the OES appointment, (see page 26, ‘‘Operating 
an Amateur Radio Station” — ARRL) and would like to begin 
training in VHF traffic handling, we’d like to have you register. 

The basic idea will be to have base stations capable of reaching 
nominally 40 to 50 miles to other base stations without help from the 
atmosphere, in other words, all the time. To ascertain if your base 
station is adequate, use your nominal reliable, simplex mobile 
range as your indicator. 20 miles to a mobile on average terrain will 
be an absolute minimum. 25-mile range would be better.

the antenna, fell 15 feet from a tree and nearly broke an arm that 
was healing from a previous break. I jumped into my Model T Ford 
coupe about 4:30 A.M. and drove to Prent’s place where I met Milt 
Howe and a reporter from the Berkshire Eagle. We established 
communication with New Ashford about 5 A.M. Milt George 
wanted to try phone but had trouble with the audio amplifier so 
Prent decided to transmit by key. Prent did the transmitting at 
New Ashford and I recieved at Pittsfield. While awaiting the 
opening of the polls Prent sent me in great detail all of their ex- 
periences in getting set up including the rousing of many dogs, 
especially those of Selectman Ira Grant. I copied all of this detail 
and passed it back to the Eagle reporter. It all appeared, word for 
word in the Eagle that afternoon. 

The reporter from the Springfield Union arranged to take over 
the nearest telephone, about a half mile away as a sort of tie line to 
Springfield for his report. 

The polls were opened at 5:45 A.M. and voting commenced. All 
eligible voters were present by 5:57 A.M. and voting was com- 
pleted at 6:20 A.M. There had been no doubt of the outcome since 
nearly everyone there was a Republican. The only unknown was 
the exact count. Within a couple of minutes a reporter dashed 
across the street and announced it was 28 to 3. The results were 
called to the Eagle office from Prent’s home and flashed to Boston 
and the World via the Associated Press at 6:34 A.M. 

Mount Washington did very well in the voting competition but the 
Eagle reporter there could not obtain satisfactory telephone 
communication with Pittsfield until he had driven several miles 
over rough mountain roads. Their returns were received after 7

The Amateur Radio Session comprised the presentation of two 
technical papers and a Panel Discussion on Amateur Radio 
Satellites. The first paper, “Microcomputer Based Amateur Radio 
Repeater Controller With Interactive Voice Synthesizer,’’ was 
presented by Ronald E. Eichholtz, WB4UFA, and Alan C. Preuss, 
W4MGK, of the Gold Coast FM Assn. It included a step-by-step 
demonstration of the voice synthesizer repeater (01/61) used by the 
Gold Coast FM Assn. The second paper, ‘‘Amateur Satellites — 
Past, Present, and Future” was by Gerald L. Hall, K1TD, ARRL 
Associate Technical Editor. He described, with the help of 90 slides, 
the history of U.S. Amateur Radio satellites from OSCAR-1 laun- 
ched in 1961, to OSCAR-9 sent into orbit on Oct. 6, 1981. Some known 
data concerning the Russian amateur satellites, RADIO 1 to 8, and 
ISKRA-1 to 3, also were detailed by Jerry Hall. A mock-up of the 
OSCAR-9 satellite also was displayed through the courtesy of 
Walter Dixon, W4DWN, who constructed it. 

The Panel members consisted of AMSAT members Walter 
Dixon, W4DWN, and Peter S. Heins, KIFJM; Gerald L. Hall, 
KITD, ARRL Associate Technical Editor; Andrew C. Clark, 
W4IYT, publisher and editor of FLORIDA SKIP; and Walter 
Maxwell, W2DU, ARRL Technical Advisor for Antennas and 
Transmission Lines, and author of many QST articles on these 
subjects. David Talley, W2PF, was the Moderator. 

Various questions on satellite communications, antennas, and 


other facets of Amateur Radio communications were answered by ° 


the Panel members. Peter Heins, K1FJM, also played some 


recordings of his two-way communications through OSCAR-6 made 


in 1976. Copies of the papers presented were distributed to the more 
than 60 persons attending this Amateur Radio Session.

N4NI ON MOON 

Walter Bickmeyer, K4NI, Deerfield Beach, had the call of W2NI 
when he moved to Florida in 1966. He requested K4NI on the trans- 
fer and got it. Little did he realize that the new call had been made 
famous in 1928 on the Island of Navassa by Rus Dunaja, W3BBF as 
described in QST of December 1969. Now Walt’s contribution to the 
established fame of K4NI is the following story: 

Before the first moon landing of July 1969 NASA arranged to 
photograph on microfilm all of the signatures of those connected 
with the Apollo Project and send the film to the moon. When Walter 
signed his name he added his call K4NI. Checking all the signatures 
later showed that he was the only Ham on the list who had also 
signed his call with it. Walt ow claims that he is the only amateur 
radio operator with his call on the moon.
